He was picked up near the Gill
church and was taken to the home of
Herbert Gill, as soon as discovered.
He dld not regain consclousness un-
tii’ Monday, when he told the story
of the assault, He sald that he would
not be able to identify any of his as-
saflants.

His wounds were dregsed and he
sald that he would take the electric

car into Toledo. The next known of
him was when he had been injured
the second time. The assumption is
that he had overestimated his
strength when leaving the Gill place
and that he lapsed into a fainting
condition about the time that he
reached the tracks,
